Information Much Needed. 
We are reqnested by the Prevost Mar- | 
shal of Salt Lake to call attention to the 
following clause of the act of Congress, 
“for calling out and enrolling the na- 
tional forces, and for other purposes,” 
approved March 34d, 1863. 
The number of persons in this Terri- 
tery who perambulate the country, ar- 
rayed in some part of the garb of U.S.

And de it fltrther enacted, That the 
Clothes. arms, military outfits, and accoutrements 
furvished by the United States to any suldier, 
shall not be sold, bartered, excHanged, phaxiged, 
jeaned or given away ; and bo person not a sol- 
tier, or duly authorized officer of the United 
States, who possession of any such clothes, 
arms, militasy outfits, or accoutrements furnish- 
ed as aforcsaid, and whick have been the subject 
of any sueh sale, barter, exchange, pledge, loan, 
or gift, shall have any right, title, or interest 
therein; but the same may be seized and taken 
wherever found by any officer of the United 
tates. civil or military, and shal) thereupon be 
delivered to any quartePmaster, or otber ollicer 
wuthorized to reeecive the same; and the possecs- 
sion of any such clothes, army, military outtits, 
or accoutrements, by any not a soldier or 
‘dticer of the United States, shall be prima facie 
evidence of sueh sale, barter, exchange, pledge, 
loan, or gift, as aforesaid. 


All citizene are warned that the law 
will be strictly enforced. 

In addition to the declaration that no 
civilian_can attam any title to soldiers’ 
orms and clothing, will be compelled 
to deliver them wp on demand, the laws 
of the United States make such pur- 
chase a criminal offense, punishable by 
fine and invprisonment.

THE LAWS QF UTAH. 
_ No. 10. 
The Act concerning “Justifiable kill- 
ing and the prevention of publie offen- 
ses” is among the most singular as it is 
among the most outrageous laws of the 
Territory, (RK. 8. p. 203.) Ifa man, bav- 
ing killed a person, can show that cir- 
cumstances were sufficient to. excite the 
fears of a reasonable that the vic- 
tim intended to commit some act consti- 
tuting an offense against the partykill- 
ing, and that be really acted under the 
influence of such fears and not in a spir- 
it of revenge, he is judged as haring 
only discharged bis daty, and the act of 
killing is termed *‘ justifiable bomicide.” 
Thus a man can have a malice against 


| another, and desiring to have him out of 


the way, is suddenly seized with the 


fears of a reasonable person,” that an 


offense is about to 
himself or bis family, and tway 
he kills bis enemy. He then appears in 
Court, narrates these reasonable fears, 
and is acquitted of any evil act. A man 
may be murdered, yet nnder the pro- 
visions of this Act his murderer may es- 
cape the pnnisbment due the crime, un- 
der the plea that the circumstances were 
sufficieat to excite fears that certain acts 
rcould be, or bad been, committed. 

The idea of authorizing by law the 
killing of a man upon suspicion oo 
has committed, or will commit, certain 
acts—not punishable with death if com 
mitted—is as cruel and usjust as it is 
vile and barbarous. 

Whatever may bave been the inten- 
tion of the law making power in pass- 
ing this Act, the effects of it are precise- 
ly as stated, and it if roundly asserted 
by many resigents of Utsh that it is for 
the purpose of shielding from civfl pro- 
cessthe Danites of the Church who of- 
fer up the blood of men as an atonement 
for their sins by order of the Church au- 
thorities. So ntterly disgraceful and bar- 
barous is this Act that Governor Hard- 
ing referred to it in decisive language 
in his Message of 1862, as follows: 

“I cull your attention especially to sec- 
tions 112 and 113 ender the title of 
“ Justifiable killing and the prevention 
of public offences.’ These provisions 
are too palpably unjust to stand a day 
on your statutes. It would be an easy 
matter for an innocent man to be mur- 
dered, and yet under these provisions 
bis amurderer could escape under the 
plea that the circumstances were such 
as“ to excile his fears thal certain 
acts either would be done or had been, 
in which be claimed the immupity of the 
If your laws against the of- 
fenses therein named are pot sufficiently 
penal, make them so; but to authorize 
by a public statute the killing of a man 
“pon the mere suspicion that he has 
committed or will commit certuin acts 
which are less than capital, upon his 
conviction, after a fair trial, seems to 
me most cruel and unjnst. In China, 
it is said, that a high mandarin of the 
‘blue batton’ may kill with —— a 
person @ of stealing , and 
cut open his stomach to find the evi- 
dence of bis guilt. In no other instance 
have | ever been able to find any stat- 
ute or custom analogous to the one un-

Persons convicted of any cfime pnn- 
ishable by<leath, may, in tee discretion 
of the Court, be either hanged, or shot.

termine it, (R. S. p. 206.)
